“RBut right here arises a difficulty which
higs not been sufficiently considered by the
generai publie, and which, to make a He-

publican election sure, must be overcome,

Michigan has nndertsken to earry its Con-
gressional gerrymander into the elecioral
college by providiug for the choice of elec-
wors Ev Congressional districts; even the
electors at large are to be o0 chosen, the
State having been divided into two dis-
tricts for that purpase, The constitution-
ality of this sction is now before the
Supreme Court of that Siate, and which-
ever way it may be decided there the ques-
tion will undoubtedly be appealed to the
Supreme Court of the United States, so that
it may be a long time before the legality of
the choice of electors by distriots can be de-
cided. Asa matter of faet, however, the
Michigan members of the electoral cn_llos;e
will be chosen by districts, and in my jude-
ment at least four of ils 14 electors, under
this system, will be Demoeratic

“Possibly Blaine or Alger could reduce
the number of Michigan’s Democratic elec-
tors to three, but that is immaterial; eali it
four, and eubtract four trom the column of
218 which I have glven ont, and you have
only 214, maeking it necessary to eleet at
lenst nine additional electors from either
the Democratic or the doubtful colume.

Some States That May Slip Away.

“That makes it necessary to earry both
West Virginia aud Connecticut in order to
win Republican victorv, or else to carry
either New York or Indiana Moreover,
this estimate is based upon the assumption
that all the States I have named as Republi-
can wili vote that way this year

“Now, [ regard Montans as almost surely
Demoeratie, and Colorade as extremely
doubtiul; at any rate, if President Harrison
is renominated. Despite the presence in
the Cabinet of Secretary Elkins, it is my
conviction that the neme of Hsrrison can-
not conjure West Virginia out of (he Demo-
eratic column, while no one will elaim that
if be tailed to carry Conuecticut in 1888 he
can by soy possibility earry it in 1892

“Now, as to the two greatdoubtful States:
Nothing is more certain than that Harrison
cannot carry Indiana. His majority there
was small in the last eampaign, and sinece
then the Republicans in that State have be-
come so hopelessly divided that it might as
well he counted in the Democratic column,
The defeat of J. Sloat Fassett for Governor
in New York by such a majority as was
rolled up against him is, to my mind, con-
clusive evidenee that Harrison cannot earry
the Elu{;ire State. Hx-Senator Platt has
been publicly quoted as awreeing with this
view as to New York, and it is on that
ground, and that alone, that he opposes re-
nomination.”

Why a Renomination Is Unwise,

“T{ seems to me that anv intellizent Re-
publican, whether he has aflilintions with or
antagonisms against this administration,
musat admit, upon examining this analysis
of the electoral vote, that the renomination
of President Harricon would be extremely
unwise, We must nominate a eandidate
who ean, il possible, assure us onr
maximun certain strength of 214
votes, and who ecan add to them
cither both West Virginia and Connecticut,
or New York. Blaine, I feel sure, can
carry Connectiout: possibly some other of
the Republican candidates mentioned could
also do that. 1 do not know of anyone but
Blaine who eould earry West Virginia. If
we concede those two States to the Demo-
crats, then, in my opinion, it becomes abso-
lutely necessary to carry New York.

“I'cannot now think of any Republican
who can earry New York except Blaine, al-
though I would not wish tn say that some
one of the other popular leaders might not
doit. Tdomnot believe that even Blaine
could earry Indiana. and I repeat that it is
as certain a4 anything in polities can be
that President Harrison would lose both
New York and Icdiana.”

Cold Figures That Stand Ouot Boldly,

It is upon such cold firures as these thai
the opposition to Pre-ident Har-'son’s re-
nomination is mainly based It is upon
their intimate knowledge of the practical
necessity of the situation that the so-called
“professional politicians” have arrayed
themselves so openly and with so little re-
serve againat President Harrison, and their
array includes not & few who are personally
friendly to the President, and who have no
cause of complaint against him on the score
of patronage.

1i is often said that Washington is the
waorst place in the country to judge of
public sentiment, and indeed, fugitive re-
poris are continually eoming to the capital
of the great and unappreciated popular
strength of President Harrison. However
that may be, and granting to it all the
weight it deserves, it is certain, as a mere
matter of record, that the movement
ngainst a second term has made great
progress in Washington during the past
week. It has never been so0 strong as it is
now, with the Minneapolis convention less
than three weeks away.

The Great Pressure Exerted on Binine.

The most positive form that this move-
ment has taken ix toward the nomination of
Blaine. It wes known, in a gencral way,
that great pressure was being. brought to
bear upon the magic man from Maine to
induce bim to say that he wonld not refuse
a nomination if it were foreed upon him,
without Elac:m: him in the attitude of op-
posing the President. Nevertheless, the
name of Blaine is now gocepted as the only
resort of the Republican leaders who are
opposed to renomination,

Great interest and curiosity are aroused
to-day as to just whom Chairman Olarkson
meant when he said that be had & personal
candidate, and that the nomination at Min-
neapolis would be made by acelamation
withont a ballot. Many Republicun lead-
ers thonght that Clarkson meant Blaine:

others, running over the list
of States which he mnamed as
“doubttul,” in which he inecluded

bhoth Wisconsin and Rhode Island, deolared
that he meant either Aldrich or Rusk,
while still others inclined to the belief that
Clarkson's “personal candidate” is “Tom™
Reed, of Maine. It is certainly true that
the number of Republicans who are seri-
ously considering the name of Reed is daily
increasing.
Gorman’s Boom Being Fostered.

The most striking features of the Demo-
cratic situation is the manifest inelination
to look upon Senator Gormau, of Maryland,
as the coming man. This inecliustion has
been fostered by the defeat of Hill in Geor-
gin, and by the renewed declaration of hos-
tility to Cleveland by Watterson, of Ken-
tucky, and by the bulief that Cleve-
land eouldn’t carry either the Caro.
linas or Georgis sgainst an  Allianee
candidate. Sensntor Hill’s confidence, which
his all along amazed his friends and mysti-
fied his enemies, has this week entirels col-
lapsed. Apparently he does not considar
himself longer in the race with any chanee
to win. His enly purpose of staring in
now is to defeat Cleveland, on the ground
that he eannot carry New York.

All this, of ecourse, favors Gorman as a
compromise candidate. Mr. Gorman's
speeches, too, in the Sennte this week
mgainst economy aud in favor of the
“lv"ei‘mem of the navy have, it is be-
lie struck a popular chord.

CLARKSON FOR BLAINE

The National Chairman st TLast Declares
His Frelorence Most Faositively—He

—Last
February the Marquis of Ailesbury, the
notorious ‘‘costermonger peer,’’ was staying
at the Ship Hotel, Brighton, with John
Benjamin Taylor, formerly trainer of his
race horses before his lordship had been
“warned off”" the turf for malpractices.
George Kenbridge, a guileless Bootchman
bailing from Galloway, wasa guest at the
same hotel and enjoyed the feticity of being
introduced to the Marquis, of whose
chequered career presumably he was ignor-
ant. The Marquis was so condescending as
to take drinks with his trainer and Mr
Kenbridge, and the latter, who had never
previously had the honor of hobnobbing
with a lord, got very full indeed of liquor.

That interesting stage of the evanlnFSs
debauch was reached at midnight, and in-
stead of going to bed Mr. Kenbridge un-
wisely accepted the gracious invitation of
the Marquis to have s little game of bac-
carat in the latter's room. Taylor eoyly ac-
cepted a similar invitation aod the t
played until 4 o'clock in the morning.

The Pigeon Thoroughly Ploockead.

By that time Mr. XKenbridge had been

Blm.-ked as thoroughly as any pigeon that
ns ever been in the company of crocks, All

his ready cash vanished early in the game,
but the Marquis and his man were extremely
kind and considerate, allowing and even en-
conraging Mr. Kenbridee to play upon
eredit. Nor did their affability end there,
for at 4 o'clock Taylor footed up Mr. Ken-
bridge’s indebtedness for hiwn, and the
Ha&giu wrote out a check for the same,
£5,000, which Mr. Kenbridge signed and
made payable to bearer, “to avoid compli-
cations in the account.’

When Mr. Kenbridge awoke after his po-
tation almost his first act was to stop pay-
ment on his check, which in due course was
dishonored.

Practieally, M. Demange ssid, Mr. Deacon
pleaded guilty to the point upon which the
jury had declured in the affirmative. Con-
tinuing, M. Demsnge gaid several members
of thaﬂjnry declare that they were as-
tounded by the sentence. They gave the
verdiet r the impression that it meant
nominal imprisonment with a fine. The

MORE SOUTHERN IRON.
NORTHERN RAILROADS REDUCE
RATES FEOM BIRMINGHAM.,

A Cut of Fifiy Cents Elther to Get Some
of the Traffic or to Cripple the Water
Transportation Companles — Northern
FProdueors Discriminated Against.

BremrxauaM, May 21.—[Special, ] —The
announcement is made here of a rednction
of iran rutes of 50 cents per ton to Pittsburg
and Pittsburg points. The reduction goes
into effect May 24, but lasts for only one
week. It is made by the railroads north of
the Ohio river. Why it should have been
made and for only one week is a puzle to
iron masters here,

This important aonouncement was re-
celved too late for verification and opinions
from local iron masters or general freight
agentseould not be secured. Butin the recent
reduction of rates by Southern railronds
coupled with the peculiar differences exist-
ing between both the actoal and statistical
conditions of the iron market in the North
and South seem to make such nction by the
Northern roads necessary to enable them to
secure at least a portion of the heavy ton-
nage of Southern pig iron that is now more
than ever finding its way into the North.

. The Southern railronds recoguizing that
they would be losers by the displacement of
Bouthern iron in Northern markets, greatly
lessened the competition by putting into
foree Anril 30 a edule of pig iron rates
on the basis of about 95 per cent of those
formerly in torece, and in the revised sched-
ule the rate from Birmingham to Pittsharg
and Pittsburg points was based on $4 40 per
ton of 2,268 pounds. An equivalent rate
was made to Erie, Pa., and Wheeling, W.
Va, while a rate of $3 78 was givento
Cleveland and Chicago, and the remarkably
low rate of $401 to New York

) Correspondingly low rates were made trom

all important Bouthern iron points and
Southern roads seting in conjunction with
Southern water transportation companies
have so reduced the cost of transportation of
Southern iren that this product has found
its way into every Northern market.

Southern railroads will transport pig iron
from Birmingham to Cleveland, a distance
of more than 900 miles, for &3 85, while
Northern roads charge $1 50 for a distance
of 135 miles, and again Bouthern roads
transport ecoke from Pocahontas, Va., dis
triet to Chattanooga, a distance of 425
miles, for §1 35, exactly the same rate that
Northern roads charge from the Connells-
ville region to Youngstown. The sliding
scale rate granted by Southern voads to fur-
naces in their distriet which is virtanlly an
agreement to regulate the freight rates
North according to the actions of the iron
market is also a help to the Southern iron
men.

The action of the Northern roads may in-
dieate either a desire to eateh some of this
traffic or to geal a blow against the river
transportation companies. The apparent

THE SOUTH SUFFERS MOST.

MANY LIVES ARE LOST IN THE ARK-
ANSAS RIVEE FLOOD,

Banks Cave in Beneath the Feet of the
Victims—The Sitaation Improving at
Most Other Folnts—The Worst Is Over
at Sloux City.

Citv. In North 8t Louis the situation is
becoming serious from a new cause. The
back water has caused many sewers to burst,
and the health of the residents of that sec-
tion is now in danger unless there is speedy
relief.

Snow still covers the ground in various
parts of the Northwest. At Galesbu
there was a heavy frost this morning, whi
badly damaged fruit buds and vegetables,
and iece formed.

The worst reports now come from Arkan-
sas, where the sudden rise in the Arkansas
river resulted in great loss of life. The
river has passed the great rise of 1884 by
more than a foot.

FOUR BOLD ROBBERS

Attack a Southern Express Traim in
the Woods of Florida and

MURDER THE BRAVE MESSENGER.

The Lesperadoes Are Driven Cff After a
Hard-Fought Fattle,

A BPECIAT, AGENT BADLY WuUNDED

[SPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.)

JACKSOSVILLE, Fra.,, May 21.—Train
robbery was attempted at 1:30 o’clock this
morning, on the Jacksonville, Tampa and
Key West Railroad, near Mynroe June-
tion, four miles north of Sanford.” The
West India fast mail, which left Ocals gt
7:20 o’elock last night, carrying two exprr
cars, the United States mail car and sev
passenger conches, was boarded by
men, and when the train was runuing w
sbout five miles an hour, two of the men
erept upon the engine. Pointing revolvers
at the heads of Engineer Dumas and his
fireman, they told them to obey such orders
as might be given to them.

The two other robbers entered the ex-
press cars, which were occupied by Messen-
ger W. N, Ssunders und Special Agent L
M. Coxe, and attempted to overpower them.
The expressmen, although taken by sur-
prise, made a desperate resistance, and the
robbers then deliberately shot down Baun-
ders, two bullets taking effect in his breast
and killing him instantly. Coxe had his
man at bay, and was about to subdue him
when the robber who had killed Saunders
pointed hisrevolver at Coxe and fired twice.
One ball hit Coxe in the arm and the other
grezed his face and tore out his left eye.

Escape of the Desperadoes,

All the desperadoes hurriedly jumped
from the train and fled to the woods, which
are very dense in that section. The train
then ran back to Sanford and the place was
alarmed. Inan hour several posses were
out, well armed. The men are believed to
‘l;.:re been in that neighborhood for several
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News of the outrage was immediately
telegraped to Superintendent Myers, in
this city, and he left on the early train for
Palasks, where he will take a special en-

ine for Monroe and make a determined ef-
fort to catch the men.

The held-up train arrived in Jacksonville
at about 9:30 o'clock this morning, with
Coxe on board. He was taken to his home in
Riverside. Dr. Neal Mitchell pronounced
his wounds not fatal. The body of Saun-
ders was brought in on the noon train.

The dead messenger was unmarried and
24 years old. He formerly lived in Wap-
keenah, West Florida, where he has several
brothers and sisters. Coxe has been with
the express company for several years and
was formerly agent at Gainesville. H told
this story to-day:

Story of the Special Express Agent.

We arrived at Monroeabout 13 o'clock this
Eorningand took on one passenger. After
lenving we had run about half a mile and
und slowed up for s bridge, when I dis-
covered A man standing on the front plat-
form of the express car, and asked Saunders
who he was. No sooner had I n than
the man sprang into the car with a revolver
and moaden dash for Saunders. A second
man ot once @ at the door with a
1 revolver, 1 collared him and suoceeded
in keeping him out of the ear and from
shooting me. During my scuflle at the door
the man in the car shot and killed Sasunders,
and then turned on me, shoving his rovolver
in my fuce and firing twice at me. By this
time the man on the pluttorm hud become
alarmed, and they Jumped off the ecar and
made their esea) They wero not maskerl.

SHOOTING UNDER WATER.

A Buocoessful Test of the Destroyer's Big
Breechloader—Thn Frojectile Flies 5o
Xast That No Times Can Be Taken—The
Torpedo Bonrd Satisfisd,

New York, May 21L—[Special ]—The
torpedo board, consisting of Commander G.
A, Converse and Lieutenants T. C, McLean
and C. A. Bradbury, having in ehnrge the
tests of the Destroyer’s submarine gun at
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, were in a pleas-
anter frame of mind at the close of to-day’s
trial than they were after the test of yester-
day. That was & lamentable failnre and
the board could not understand it. To-day,
under exactly the same conditions, & sue-
cessful trinl was made.

The Destroyer. which is an iosignificant
looking eraft, lay in the stream st the head
of the timber in " the dry dock, which is 600
feet long, and which was filled with water.
Al intervals of 100 feet across the dock were
stretched three nets of small ropes, similar
to those which are stretehed around a war
ship in an enemy’s harbor to protect her
from torpedoes. The gun, which isa 12-
inch breechloader, about 30 feet long, is
firmly fixed in the botiom of the boat, seven
feet below the surface of the water,and points
forward from the prow. It was loaded with
& cigar-like projectile of sheet iron, copper-
tipped at the ends.

Senator Rutan Wants a Mandamus
on the City Treasurer.

A 5 PER CENT DISCOUNT COMING.

He Is Also Hot on the Trail of Delinguent
Collector Grier.

CANNOT FISD A LAW FOR THE OFFICH

To-morrow morning Attorney Johns Me-
Cleave will go into court and ask for a man=
damus on City Treasurer Maoferron, of Al
legheny, to compel him to receiva city taxes
for this year up until November 1. The
mandamus to be asked for will also inelude
a summary demand that Mr. Macferron give
a rebate of 5 per ¢enttoall persons who
have already paid the March installment.

This is but the entering wedee intended
to ultimately foree the removal of Dalin-
quent Tax Colleetor Grier, and the abolish-
ment of that office. As has been indieated
before the movement is originated and
backed up by ex-Senator Rutan. Helis
assizted by ex-Clty Solieitor Rodgers snd
Attorney McCleave.

This action is based on the sct of 1860,
which was a special law providing
for  the collection of taxes in
Allegheny City. The act nnder which Col.
leetor Girier holds office, and by which Alle-
gheny taxes have been made payable in
what is known as the March and September
installments, was a special act for Pittsburg
alone, and not a piece of second-class city
legislation.

Relying Upon Recent Decislons,

The three attorneys interssted have exe
amined all the laws, and declare their posi.
tion caunot be disputed. Besides this the
county eourts, duriog the trials of ex-Mayoe
Wywan sud ex-Mayor FPearson, held thas
Allegheny, in her transition to a
city of the second class took with herall
her third elass city clothing out out by the
legislative tailors, and hence the act of
1860, it is argued, is the only law undes
which the taxes can bé eollected in Alle-
gheny., This sct provided that the tax
books should be ready by Mareh 1. On all
taxes paid before July 1 a rebate of 5 per
cent was allowed. There was a4 per cond
rebate during July, a 2 per cent one during
Angust, and in September only the full
amount had to be paid. The books wers
not turned over to the Delinquent Collector
until November L

Under the Pittsburg act, which has besn
adopted in Allegheny, the March installs
ment has to be paid in full’while thére is a
rebate of 21§ per cent on the September
installment, i paid with the first The
tax books on the first installment are turned
over to the delinquent tax collector om
April L It will therefore be seen that if
Senator Ratan’s position is sustained, it
menns that thonsands of dollars will be re-
turned to the taxpayers on what has already
been turned in.

A Chance for Belated Taxpayera

The move also means that the books from
the delinquent tax collector’s office must
be returned to the Treasurer, and all the
people who have not yet paid given the
5 per cent discount for paying before the
1st of July.

Within the week the same gentlemen
will also ssk the Attorney General of the
State to apply for s writ of quo warranto
on Delinquent Tax Colleetor Samuel Grier
to show by what right he held his office.

Ex-Senator Rutan, commenting on the
matter last night,enid: “We have examined
the laws and feel sure of our position. Not
only has the Pittsburg law been adopted in
Allegheny without any warrant by law, bus
a delinquent tax collector has also been ap-

inted. The only way to take up Pitts.
E:rg’: law is to pass a law repealing the
present special act, which provides that the
delinquent taxes shall be collected by ward
collectors. 1 am opposed to Mr. Grier for
the simple reason that he is trring to
have men sent from hers to the

Legislature who will bave their
law repealed. My first object was to save
to the people of Alegheny not only the re.
bates due them by law, but also to let them
escape paying an additionanl 5 per cent and
costs of sdvortising which are put on by
the delinquent collector.
Money Scarce in March.

“March is the hardest time in the
yvear for poor people to rsy. bus
er in the spring work i better

and they can meet the city assessments
The greater part of the city taxes for this

ear have gone into the hands of the de-
rinquent collector, and the revenue from,
that office this year would be at least $25,.
